There was no macadam highway | 
leading from Nazareth to Bethle ' 
hem when Mary and Joseph under- 
took their memorable journey 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 

As far as routes were concerned, 
there were three. The western 
route Jed along the sea-coast and 
through the plain of Sharon. This 
route was unpopular with pious 
folk like Mary and Joseph who 
shunned the heathen cities, rowdy 
travelers, etc., as much as possi- 
ble. 


The shortest route, via the fruit- 
ful plains of Esdraelon into the 
mountains of Samaria and through 
Shechem and Bethel, was not very 
popular either. The road was tol- ; 
erable, but steep; however, the 
Jews had little use for the Samari- 
tans, and vice versa. 


The Jordan route, which de- 
. scended_inta the Jordan valley and_! 
followed the river’s east bank 
around Jericho, was favored by 
the majority of Galilean travelers 
who for one reason or another (the 
Passover, etc.) went down to Jer- 
usalem at regular intervals and , 
knew their way around as well as 
suburbanites know thelr way 
around modetrn_ metropolitan 
areas. . 

If the Jordan route was a little 
round-about, !t was fairly level— 
and steeped in Jewish history, 
from the shadow of Mount Tabor 
where Saul in desperation sought

Multitudinous legends claim in- 
bumerable origins for the Christ- 
Tas tree.
